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Description of the famous SALT MINES at 
WILLISKA, 7 POLAND.

Ar the bottotn of the loft ladder the ftranger is re- 
ceived in a {mall cavern, walled up, perfectly "clole on 
all fides. ‘Lo cncreafe the terror of the fcene, itis ufual 
for the guide to pretend the utmoft terror on the ap- 
preh snfion of his lamp going out, declaring they mutt 
peri th in the mazes of the mincitit did. When arriv- 
ed in this dreary chamber, he puts out his light as if 
by accident, and after much cant, anne the ilranger by 
the hand, and drags hiny through a narrow ereek into 
the body of the mine, when there burfts at once upon 
his view, a world, the luflre of which is fearce to be 

imagined. Itis a fpacious plain, containing a whole 
people, 2 z kind of fubterrancous tepublic, with houfes, 
carriages, roads, &c. This is wholly fcooped out of 
one vaft bed of falt, which is all a hard rock, as bright 
and glittering as cryfta!; and the whole fpace before 
him is formed of lotty arched vaults, fupported by 
colimas of faft, and rooted and floored with the 
fame, fo thatthe columns, and indeed the whole fabric, 
feem compofed. of the pureft cryital. 

They have many public lights in this place conti- 
hually burning for the general ufe, and the glaze of 
thofe reflected from every part of the mine, gives a 
More glittering profpect than any thing above ground 
can pollibly exhibit. Were this the whole beauty of 
the fp: ot, it were fufficient to attraét otr wonder ; but 
this is but a fiscal pari. The falt (though getierally 
clear and brigl:t as eryital) isin fome parts tinged with 
all the colours of ti scious ftones, as blue, yelluw, 
purple, and grecn ; there dre numerous columns wholly 
compoled of thefe kinds, and they look like mafles ct 
rubies, emeralds, amethyltsy and fapphires, darting a 
radiance which the eye can hardly bear, and which has 
given many people occafion to compare it to the fup~ 
poled magaitivence of heaven. 

Befides the variegated forms of thefe vaults, takles, 
arches, and colamns, which are formed as they dig out 
fhe falt for the purpofe of keeping up the roof, nee 
is a vali variety of others, grotefque and finely figured, 
the work ot pattire and thefe are generally of the purett 
ae 06} “Tigi, toft ! 





The roofs of the arches are in many places full of 
falt, hanging pendant from the top in the form of icicles 
and having all the hues and colours of the rainbow ; 
the walks are covered with various congelations of the 
fame kinds; and the very floors, when not too much 
trodden and battered, are covered with globules of the 
fame fort of beautiful materials. 

En various parts of this fpacious plain ftand the huts 
ofthe miners and families, fome ftanding fingle, and 
others in clufters like villages. ‘They have very little 
communication with the world above ground, and 
many hundreds of people are born, and: live all their 
lives here. 

Through the midft of this plain lies the great road 
to the mouth of the mine. ‘This road is always 
filled with carriages loaded with maffes of falt out of the 
farther part of the mine, and carrying them to the place 
where the rope belonging to the wheel receives them. 
The drivers of thefe carriages are all merry and finging, 
and the falt looks like a lead of gems. The horfes 
kept here are a very great number, and when once let 
down, they never fee the day-light again ; but fome of the’ 
men take frequent occafions of gong up and breathing 
the frefh air. The inftruments principally ufed by the 
miners are pick-axes, hammers, and chillels: with 
thefe they dig out the falt in forms of huge cylinders, 
each of many hundred weight. This is found the 
moft convenient method of getting them out of the mine, 
and as foon as got above ground, they are broken into 
fmaller pieces, and fent to the mills, where they are 
ground to powder. The fineft fort of the falt is fre- 
quently cut into toysy andoften pailes for real cryftal. 
This hard kiud makes a great part of the floor of the 
mine, and what is moit furpriting of all in the whole 


piace is, that there runs con{lantly over this, and through 


a large part of the mine, a fpriag of freth water, 
fufficient to fupply the inhabitants and their horfes, fo 
that they need not have any from above ground. The 


-horfes ufually grow blind: after they have been fome 


little time in the mine, but they do as well for-fervice 
afterwards as before. After admiring the wonders of 
this amazing place, it isno very comfortable remem-~ 
brance, to the ftranger, that “4 : to go back agatn

Streams of tears ran down my checks, while I reafoned 
thus.
